The learned Biſhop Sanderſon , concerning Gathes, 
tells us, That 4» Erronr in the ſubſtance of the thing, which 
w4s the proper cauſe of the Oath, . renders the Promiſe Inv4- 
lid, and the Obligation void. ( LeR. 4. Se. 13.) Upon 
which Zquity, it may be a queſtion, whether his Maje- 
ſty be bound , or not, to make good all thoſe Grants, 
which by Deceipt, abont the ſubſtance of the Thing, have 
been obtained from him ; the proper cauſe whereof was 
his perſwaſion of their Zoyalty, to whom he paſs'd ſuch 
Grants. Under this Notion have been Dignificd ſome 
Perſons , with whoſe Character I ſhall not foul my Pa- 
per , further than Thus: Thoſe bleffings which his 
Sacred Majeſty meantto ſhed upon his Friends, fell up- 
on his Enemies; The YOYCE. was JACOBS , but the 
HANDS are ESAU'S. 

Upon the Main , your Paper bears the Name of a 
Cordial, without the £fed? of it , and ſuch is our Con- 
dition, that it is equally dangerous either to faſter upon 
falſe Comforts , or negledt True ones, VVhat the King 
Does, or 1s ; what Hopes of Profit or Reward, is not one 
jote material to our bufineſſe. The Rule of Loyaltie is 
the ſame, whatzyer may be the humour of the Prince; 
and he that makes Profit the Reaſon of his Firtue , will, 
when thar Reaſon is gone ; think it likewiſe an Excuſe 
of his wickedneſſe, Our beſt part is to behave our ſelves 
with Clearneſſe and Prudence; and honourably to Bear 
what we cannot hoxeſtly avoid ; without mincing or pal- 
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take, even in the ground of your Plea. The King may b

We have an Uncertainty of Events, before us; of Decyee, 
above us3 of Counſells, and Deſign, about us; a Light. and 
Guide within us : and, if there be no new thing under the 
Sun, the Fature is Behind us. 

Be it our Care then to diſcover, — what Dangers 
threaten us; from whence, which we way ſtruggle withz 
which not : how, fairly to ſhunnall; and by the ſquare 
of Honeſty and Reaſon, mend a bad Game: All which 
may be cffeaed z by procuring that his <MajeZ#e may 
neither miſtake his Friends ; nor the People his Majeſtie :

Prince ſo long unwonted, and ſo much a Stranger to his 
People. Mens Hearts are not read in their Faces , and 
we live in an age, where commonly the Zlackeſ# Souls 
wear the cleereſt Forheads ; and Confidence ſupplics the 
place of Yerit ; Let us not wonder then at benefits 
miſplaced 
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"miſplaced, but rather labour to prevent , by better In-- 1 
formation, ſo _ dangerous, tho” well-meaning diſ- ? 

: appointments: for his Majeſtic hath no other mcans of - * 

knowing his People, then either faichfull Notice, or 

long 0bſerwation 3 and Delay kills us. 

This is not yet to impoſe upon his Majeſties Free 
grace3 or intercept the Courſe, and Influence of his 
Royal Goodneſs, Weare, with Reverence, to belceye 
that where he knowes the Perſon he Preferrs, or Saves, 
he knowes likewiſe the Feaſoz of his Bounty or Mercy :
